, the Secret Service, together with the information that AHHAAAH 
had called. The SecretService, init iated an Investigation and ascer tained

involved in homosexual activities. These men have been employed in 
the Correspondence Section of the Executive Offices.

reported ®rally and be was wandering if we had already gotten the report 
into our distribution process, or if 1 might possibly still have it in my 
possession* ‘.F* .

1 told General Goodpaster that we had received the report lato 
yesterday and 1 had sent it cm to our Agents who are under instructions to 
make the invest i ga t i o n, but I believed 1 could catch it before any action was 
token. He stated they would like to consider one piece of the information in 
the report orally until they have been able to get into it a little further: that 
h» was certain 1 would know to what item be was referring. I told General 
Goodpaster I understood this and would be glad to withdraw the report and 
return it to him. He stated this would be fine and they would write up a 
new page for the report and pursue the further inquiry which is very 
definitely necessary on the basis at oral exchange.
